ARTICLES SPECIAL TOWN MEETING-WETLANDS BYLAW VARIANCE: McClennen reviewed the history of Peirce 
Field and the contamination negotiation. The lowest cost remediation will raise the field surfece. This will affect the 
flood plain within which the field lies. There is no space to compensate. Flooding is unlikely. The Conservation 
Commission lacks power to issue a variance. This act would provide a limited variance capability. If denied, the 
Town may have to expend $5 million more on remediation. VOTED to support the vote of the Board of Selectmen.
